As the Big Red squad began two-a-days early in August, the summer heat would prove to be the easiest of the team’s challenges throughout 
the season. In the first year of Division II play the Big Red, facing arguably the most difficult schedule in the school’s history, started off the season 
with a decisive 39-14 victory over the East Tennessee powerhouse the Clinton Dragons. The team proved its worth again as it defeated the defending 
and future 4A state champions, the Pearl-Cohn Firebirds, in a thrilling one point victory the following week. MBA suffered a set back in the next game, 
though, as the team fell to the favored Memphis University School Owls by a devastating three points. The Big Red squad would not be denied their 
great season, though, as they sent a determined message to the whole state with four consecutive victories including a win over the two time undefeated 
state champions, the Brentwood Academy Eagles, effectively ending one of the longest win streaks in state history by a 13-7 victory. In week eight of 
the season the Big Red met its hated rivals. Father Ryan, at Vanderbilt stadium in what would prove to be a vicious and often times brutal fight. The 
Big Red fought hard but came up one point short as it suffered its second loss of the season. The loss, though seemed only to motivate the Big Red 
even more as they slaughtered their remaining regular season opponents and headed into the playoffs with a full head of steam. The only team standing 
in the Big Red's way to the Clinic Bowl was Memphis University school to whom our team lost early in the season. The Big Red could not be stopped 
as they devastated the Menphis team 24-7. This victory gave MBA a trip to the clinic bowl and a chance to revenge its loss to the Fighting Irish. No 
one could have set a better stage. The four quarters would prove to be violent as the Irish took an early lead only to have the score tied by the Big Red 
late in the game. With only a few minutes remaining in their season, the Big Red saw their hopes for a state championship dashed as a Father Ryan Field 
goal sailed good. MBA was forced to settle for second as the time ran out with father Ryan ahead 10-7. 

The Big Red was led to this second place finish in the state by captains Blake Sloan, John Ozier, Parker Jones and Rob Bearden. Sloan served 
the team well as its quarterback Connecting on many passes to receivers John Ozier and Michael Eskind. The running back duo of David McIntosh and 
Jonas Rodrigeuz could often be seen diving into the end zone through holes created by the powerful offensive line consisting of Whit smith, Matt 
Wilson, Garrett Davis, Will Caldwell, Ben Bum, David Farrell, Hunter Hillenmyer, Parker Jones, and Brian Morgan. The special teams was often a one 
man show resting on the shoulders of Joe Pat Maguigan who booted a school record 51 yard field goal to lead the Big Red to victory over Brentwood 
Academy. The Big Red defense was consistently solid with a front line rotation of Rob Bearden, David Farrell, Ben Bum, Sam Delemos, and Parker 
Jones. The ends. Chase Neal and Hunter Hillenmyer, as well as the linebacker squad, Cole Barfield, Tate Rich Chris McCormick and Todd Prevost 
served to shut down offenses repeatedly. The defensive backs led by Blake Sloan, David McIntosh, and Barton Simmons proved to be very valuable.

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The MBA Wrestling Team had the most successful season 
ever in the history of MBA. The Big Red had a disappointing start to 
the season, after some untimely injuries, and placed only two people, 
Johnny Rich and Jonathan Williams, at the McCallie Tournament. After 
McCallie, Coach Frank Simpson began a grueling two weeks of 
Christmas practice in order to get the Big Red ready for the Father Ryan 
Invitational Tournament. The Big Red clearly showed improvement as it 
placed four people, Jonathan Williams (6 th ), Dave Alexander (5 ,h ), 

Johnny Rich (2 nd ), and Phillip Simpson ( 1 s ‘). The team was able to seize 
5 ,h place out of 32 teams, but finishing behind only 2 teams from 
Tennessee. Compiling a regular season record of 18-3, losing only to 
Clarksville High School, Father Ryan, and Grissom (Alabama), the Big 
Red went into post season action with very high expectations. In the 
Region Duals, MBA stomped the Brentwood Academy Eagles (for a 
second time), and then went on to challenge the evil empire of Father 
Ryan. The undefeated and #1 ranked Irish met a very strong Big Red 
line up and with only 3 matches left to wrestle, the Big Red were ahead 
22-21. The final weight classes were held by some of Ryan’s best 
wrestlers, so the Big Red eventually lost 38-22, but was 2 nd in the region 
and so gained entry to the state duals in Bradley County.

The swimmers’ hard work paid off as the team 
easily claimed the region championship once again over 
rivals Ryan and Brentwood. Michael Stahl’s first place 
and David McIntosh’s third place perfonnance in the 
region diving competition contributed to the Big Red’s 
success. The senior leadership of the team, consisting 
only of Todd Falk and Preston Bottomy, cheered on as 
the relay of Chris Kellam, Jonathan Baird, Peter Chen, 
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and Adrian Cameron broke regional records in the 200-meter medley relay and the 200-meter free relay. Chris 
Kellam continued to break the 200-meter individual medley regional record. The team’s next challenge was 
the state championship. 

Once again, the MBA swim team was unable to defeat the powerhouses of Baylor and McCallie in 
the state tournament. Although the team settled for a respectable third place, they made quite a showing. 
Kellam, Baird, Cameron, and Chen claimed the state championship in the 200 m medley relay, shaving 3 
seconds off their record region time and qualifying them for the All-American Team. Other All-American 
qualifiers included Kellam on the 1 00 back and 200 IM, Cameron in the 500 free, the same region champion 
200m free relay team, and Baird in the 100 m breast. Chris Kellam also claimed the state championship in 
the 1 00 m backstroke. With so many talented young swimmers, the MBA swim team should be unchallenged 
for the next few years.

State Champions 

In February, when a load of pre-sea- 
son T-shirts arrived sporting the motto 
"MBA Excitement” on the back, it was obvi- 
ous that the 1 998 track team had high expec- 
tations. On May 23, after all of the points and 
the first place finishes were tallied up from 
the State meet, the Big Red had lived up to its 
potential and won the school’s first-ever 
state track and field championship. 

At the conclusion of the dual meets, which were marked by rain, cancellations, and tornadoes, MBA 
was unbeaten, but still unsure about how competitive this year’s team was going to be. These questions were 
answered in April with the Doug Hall Relays, the first big invitational meet of the season. On this cold and 
rainy day, the MBA team was smoking as it rolled up a meet record 1 3 1 points. The team’s incredible depth, 
which would soon become the Big Red's strong point, was seen throughout the meet as almost every relay 
team appeared to be "live". Michael Eskind, who competed in 17 different events throughout the year, 
shined in the hurdles and Held events and captured the Doug Hall MVP award. After winning enough free 
shirts to clothes an army, the Big Red traveled down to Chattanooga for the inaugural Tennessee Prep Relays. 
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Coach Pruitt had been looking forward to this one because it matched the team up with McCallie, the other 
favorite to win state. MBA rolled, as school records were shattered in the sprint medley and pole vault relay. 

The Optimist Relays were next up. Again, point records were unsafe. With a powerful blend of 
competitive sprinting, solid distance, and balanced field events, the Big Red machine blew away the 
competition and scored an unbelievable 201 points. This impressive victory in the Metro Championships 
erased any doubt in anyone’s mind that this team could go undefeated and win the state. The pressure was 
on in the following week’s inaugural Sports Nashville Relays. MBA had never won the Banner Relays (the 
meet’s old name). The atmosphere was electric (except for when the lights went out during the 4 X 200), 
and when it was over, MBA came out with a convincing win over Hunter’ s Lane, MB A’ s rival and defending 
champion. Even though only Blake Sloan (triple jump), Hunter Hillenmeyer (Discus), and the 3200m relay 
team tasted victory, MBA athletes scored in all but two events and the overall team depth led to the B ig Red’ s 
success. 

The march to the state was almost over for the 10-0 track team, and only the first-ever Division II 
Middle Regional stood in the Big Red’ s way. 

The goal of this meet was to qualify people 
for the state, and the 285 points that the Big 
Red scored were only secondary to the 22 
runners, jumpers and throwers who earned 
the right to ride the vans down to Chatta- 
nooga. All four relay teams won, and there 
could not have been a better way to bid 
farewell to the school’ s track which would be 
is replaced after the season. 

Early in the next week, Eskind’s state 
championship in the Decathlon, as well as 
Sloan’s third place finish, got the team off to 
an early lead in state, and more importantly, raised team morale to an even higher level. Constant reminders 
by coach Corzine to “just give us a chance” and “strap one on” helped the athletes become mentally prepared. 
By the time of the state meet on Saturday, there was a feeling of confidence throughout the team. 

The state meet at GPS was much like the rest of the season for MBA. The team grabbed the lead in 
the field, and then widened the margin in the running events. After distance kings Dean and Lea picked up 
points in the 3200, the field event guys went to work. Hunter Hillenmeyer swept the shot and the discus with 
two personal records, and John Ozier shattered his own school record with a 15’0 vault, while narrowly 
missing the state record 1 5 ’ 7”. When the running started, MBA came out with a bang. The Big Red won the 
first three events on this muggy afternoon. Thomas Felch grabbed the gold in the 110 hurdles, while state 
champions were also crowned in the 4 X 100 relay (Mark McDonald, David McIntosh, Jonas Rodriguez, 
Blake Sloan) and 4 X 800 relay ( J.R. Rudolph, Hunter Verner, Derrick Fuller, Will Alexander). After this 
early barrage, McCallie was stunned. Later, in the 800, David Dean continued his domination as he earned 
l< ^ the last of seven first place finishes for the Big Red. Throughout the rest of the meet, MB A’ s depth continued 

to be a factor and the Big Red’s seemingly never-ending supply of state qualifiers continued to widen their 
lead over the field. Strong showings from Michael Higgins in all three sprints also aided the cause. When 
r ’ the dust cleared, MBA had 181.5 points to McCallie’ s 1 20. 

After the meet, coach Pruitt was given the best coach award, a trophy that he seemed to win at every 
S ' meet. This credit was well deserved, because the hard work of coaches Pruitt, Corzine, and Russell was one

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grader to be sure he wasn't in too much discomfort, and helped him back on his feet. It is these quiet, simple acts of kindness and selflessness that 
exemplify Mr. Poston's forty-one years of service to MBA. 

His office walls are lined with drawings of scenes from Macbeth done by Freshmen he has taught. His desk has pictures of the tennis stars 
he has coached, with the athletes in each picture having an arm around the soon-to-be-retired teacher. He has information sheets about his 
accomplishments at hand, sheets and sheets of letters, faxes, and clippings about his life. When he looks over them, he gets a look in his eyes that 
seems to ask, “Did 1 really do all that?” Mr. Poston accomplished those facts — he “brought home the hardware” — and did much more. He has touched 
many lives in many different ways on the Hill, and will continue to inspire others for years to come. 

It was his urge to move to “the big city,” as he refers to Nashville in comparison to Monteagle, where he was teaching at Sewanee Military 
Academy, that compelled him to apply for a job at MBA in 1 959 to teach English. But after getting that job, he extended himself to become a part of 
the art and sports programs. 

“I was head of the drama program at MBA,” Mr. Poston recalls, “and we had our first play in the Vine Street Church in 1961 . There was a 
time when I was the Freshman basketball coach. . . and I’ve headed the Speech and Debate program. . . . and I’ve done intramurals, too, along the 
way.” 

MBA almost lost Mr. Poston in 1968 when he moved to Florida, but he decided to come back after Mrs. Lowry, then head of the English 
department, offered him a job teaching senior English. “I wanted to move back to Nashville and I was going to be the head of the English department 
at BGA, but Mrs. Lowry called. . . and the rest is history.” 

“I've seen MBA grow and change. . . and seen the times change,” he remarks. “MBA has adapted well.” 

Mr. Poston enjoyed not only seeing the school undergo major renovations but also seeing the changes in the people he has met here. “Getting 
to work with the new kids, the youngest ones on campus, and seeing them grow and mature was meaningful,” he remarks about his time as Director 


While waiting to be picked up by the tennis courts 
one day, a friend and I watched as a member of the Microbe 
track team ran down the hill, tripped, and fell. In the time it 
took me to look at my friend to try to figure out what to do, 
Mr. Poston had left the members of the tennis team to whom 
he was talking and came running over to where the ailing 
runner was sitting. He kneeled down, talked to the seventh 







of the Junior School. He has even seen the faculty grow, most notably Mrs. Bourland, who still gives Mr. Poston a hard time for not casting her in 
an MBA play when she was a student at Harpeth Hall. “I even remember the girl I cast over her,” he says as he laughs. Regardless of that decision, 
he notes, “I was a pioneer in the arts department; there was nothing when I got here and now look: we have a whole building for the arts.” 

That is about all the boasting Mr. Poston will do. He was a pioneer in the tennis program in a way, taking it to new heights by reaching the 
final four of the state tournament every year since that format was instituted. He notes that winning state championships in tennis in 1 987 and 1 995 
are among his favorite memories of his MBA career, he comments as memories of tennis victories rush into his head. 

“And it all hit me one day. I was sitting in a department meeting when I decided that I was going to retire at the end of the year. I’ll enjoy 
my retirement, read, play some golf, travel with my wife. And I’ ve enjoyed my time here If I could do it all over again, I wouldn’t change a thing.” 

And life goes on at MB A. In his office on the third floor of the Ball Building, Mr. Poston continues to work diligently into the spring afternoons 
grading freshmen English papers. A senior, one of Mr. Poston’s advisees, pops his head into Mr. Poston’s office to ask him if he needs a passing 
grade in Spanish to be able to graduate. 

“Now what do you have in that class?” Mr. Poston asks. 

“A ninety-two,” the senior remarks shyly. Mr. Poston gives him a look. “But the teacher said she was going to make an exam that G-d wouldn ’ t 
even pass.” 

Again, the look. Mr. Poston decides it best not to discredit the claim of the senior. He systematically figures out how many credits he needs 
to graduate and figures that the senior is all right even if the exam is as tough as he claims it will be. But, ever modest, Mr. Poston says, “You should 
check the records of your transcript; I may not be right.” A rare occasion that would be. Mr. Poston is perfectly right, in many ways. . . right for the 
school, right for its students. 

He is one who understands our need to tell dirty jokes in his “Drug and Sex Ed.” course. With his immeasurable understanding of the 
adolescent mind, he made us feel that we had a friend high up at MBA, one who wasn’t so strict and would even tell us some cool things about girls 
that we had never even dreamed of at that innocent age. Being the guidance counselor, he has been a moral support for many students at MBA. He 
has kept our heads high and our egos intact. 

For example, he tells a story about a downhearted junior who was frustrated that he could not get elected to the Honor Council and was not 
going to run his senior year until Mr. Poston convinced him otherwise. 

“I knew he was going to lose, and he knew was going to lose, but what was important was that he ran.” 

That effort, the attempt to rise quietly above the rest and stand out regardless of the outcome characterizes Mr. Poston’s MBA career. 

But you won, Mr. Poston. You won. In the words of Mr. Klausner, “You kicked some fanny.”
